FURTHER DETAILS OF THE NAVAL 
ENGAGEMENT, 


Suanauat, 30th July 1.58 pum. 

The Cher Yuen (ironclad, 7430 tons), 
Kwong Chia {oruiser) and Tsao Kiang 
(despatch veascl), were cad¢urting seven 
tranaports on Tucaday, the 24th, when they 
wero attacked by three Japanese cruisers, 
about 60 miles south-west of Chemulpo. 
Tho two Chinase warships bolted, but 


the Tsao Kiang was captured ; the Koto- } 


shing (traneport) with 1800 troops on board 
waspunk, Boats from the French gunboat 
Gion saved forty lives from the sinking 
vessel ; it is believed two foreigners aro 
among the saved, Tho Teonan got away 
unharmed. ‘ 


Tt will bs comforting to our morning con- 
temporary, which has been throwing doubt 
upon our telegrams regarding the Ohina- 
Japan War while calmly ackoowledging the 
newsas ‘from Chinese sources,’ to know that 
the information wa received from our cor- 
respondents in the north was thoroughly 
reliable, Reuter now comes lagging in wil 
nes which we gave several days ago, 

Tt isreoortéd that the Viceroy of the 
two Kwang Provinces has been instructed 
by wire to prepare for emergencies at 
onea, and have everything possible done 
to atrongthen the defences of South China; 
tho telegram alao states that the Chik 
Yuen and Wai Yuen have been aunk in 
battle with Japanese warsvipa. 

The Chit Yuen is given in Lloyd's War- 
ship List asa first class stock cruiser, with 
protected deck and belt; built at Elewick 
in 1886; 2,300 tone displacement, 5,500 
bp, 18 koots, The War Yuan, according 
to the sama authority, is a ‘ deapateh-trans- 
port’ of 1210 tons, 760 b.p., built at Foo- 
chow in 1877 and supposed to go 11 knots, 

It is hard to tell whether the telegram to 
tho Viceroy and thuse to the China Muit 
refer to the same event or to two different 
fights. Iu each there ia a Foochow vaaaal 
concerned beaides a ship of the Northern 
squadron. It seems most likely that the 
various reports are all true, all 
different parte of one big, wide-spread 
engagement, reported by different sur- 
vivors.

Tho Chinese Government has now taken 
possession of all the overland telegraph 
wires in China, and war nowa by that route 
is strictly excluded ; code or cypher teleg- 
tame are algv prohibited. The notification 
of this order, issned by the Hongkong 
manager of the Chinese Telegraph Ad- 
ministration, usea the definite expression 
*Chins-Japon wat,’ thus disposing of the 
doubt as to war having been deolarod,

The result of all thisthos been 
an increase of expenditure amounting to 
something like $14,000, Still, but for the 
recent upidumic, cobwithelanding this in- 
crease of running expenses, wa would havo 
boon ablo to alow you a decided inrprove- 
ment.upon the earnings of last year. Tha 
receipts for the months of May and Juno 
on all the lines show a heavy falling 
off, both as compared with tho same 
months last yoar and the first four months 
of the carrent year, and your Directors cs- 
timate tha logs of business to the ‘Oom- 
pany during those two months when the 
plague was at its height at not less than 
$15,000. All things conaidored, then, I 
think we may congratulate ourselves upon 
the fact that our net earnings only show a 
decreage of about $2000. Harping again 
upon an oldgrisvanee, I regret to suy that 
there is still no improvement in the posi- 
tion of affairs regarding the differential 
duty queation, but shareholders may rely 
upon it that this important matter will not 
be allowed to drop. The item of repsira 
is somewhat heavy, but here again, I 
think we are adversely affected by the 
low rate of exchange. Nothing, howsver, 
bas been done but what waa absolutely 
necessary for the proper upkeep of the 
stesmers and te comply with the law, 
But for the Shippug Ordinance some of 
this expense might perhaps be avoided 
without detriment to the steamers. The 
new propellers for the Heungshen, though 
expensive at the outset, willin the long run 
gave money.
